This communication is issued in response to the "Response To Decision On Renewed 
Papers Filed Under 37 CFR 1 .42" filed on 16 July 2007, treated herein as a renewed submission 
under 37 CFR 1.42.

BACKGROUND 

The procedural background for this application was set forth in the previous decisions 
mailed by this Office on 16 May 2006, 13 March 2007, and 22 May 2007.

Keiko NAKAMURA. The declaration includes the information required under 37 CFR 1.42 and 
1.497(b)(2). Accordingly, acceptance under 37 CFR 1.42 and 1.497 of the declaration materials 
filed 16 July 2007 is appropriate.
